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3. AN INFORMED INDUSTRY SOURCE REPORTED THAT TNE

2. AS OF HOD AM APRL 27, THE L, -HOURS NATIONAL STRIKE 
CALLED BY "THE COMMITTEE DF 2S' APPEARS TO BE 
PARTIALLY EFFECTIVE IN BUENOS AIRES. AT LEAST 

2 OF THE 5 INTERURBAN COMMUTER RAILWAY LINES IN 
THE BUENOS AIRES AREA WERE NOT FUNCTIONING EARLY 
THIS MORNING, ALTHOUGH ACCORDING TO A LATE REPORT 
ONE OF THESE LINES IS NOW BEGINNING TO NORMALIZE. 

IN THE INDUSTRIAL BELT AROUND THE CITY OF BUENOS 
AIRES MOST AUTO PLANTS ARE VIRTUALLY SHUT DOWN — 

MERCEDES BENZ, PEUGEOT, CITROEN AND CHRYSLER; 

FIAT REPORTS 80 PERCENT ABSENTEEISM, 6UT FORD IS WORDING 
NORMALLY. SEVERAL METAL AND FIRE FACTORIES ARE NOT WORKING OR

4. THE INTERIOR MINISTRY ISSUED A COMUNIQUE APRIL

THE RIGHT TO WORK ‘WITH ALL MEANS AT HAND

LAW.’ THE MINISTRY ALSO STATED THAT * SMALL

TO HOLD AND ILLEGAL STRIKE ON FRIDAY, 27 APRIL, 
AND HAVE THUS PROMPTED THE GOVERNMENTS'S (ARREST) 
ACTION IN KEEPING WITH ITS RESPONSIBILITY TO 
PROMOTE THE COMMOHGOOO AND TO ENFORCE THE 
LAW. THIS MINORITY GROUP CHOSE AN ILLEGAL WAY 
TO OISRUPT THE MARCH OF THE PROCESS OF NATIONAL 
REORGANIZATION WHICH HAS BEEN SEEKING, WITH 
UNDERSTANDABLE DIFFICULTIES, TO PULL THE COUNTRY 
OUT OF THE SITUATION IT IS HOW EXPERIENCING. 

THEY HAVE ATTEMPTED TO HAVE THE WORKERS ADOPT 
ILLEGAL, USELESS ATTITUDES. UNFORTUNATELY. THIS
